Sunday night a section foreman 1 found 
cold in death the form of an unknown man 
on the Chicago &'. NotUiweatern railroad 
tracks at Lake Forest. '

in the, town hall at Lake Forest by; Deputy 
Coroner Conrad and a verdict -returned o£ 
accidental death by train that passed at an 
hour unknown. . 

Thus there; is absolutely no real, clue 
to the man's identity or to the means by 
which bo met death, On his person was 
fouQd a' Chicago street 'car transfer, a 
band kerchief and a small American -flag. 
He was about thirty year* old, well dressed 
with tli exception of his ■ shoes, and was 
well built.

Onoof tlie most frightful accidents' that 
ha* occurred in a Raclno factory ''for yenrt 
took place shortly after 'o'clock Saturday 
In the.mill room|jof the J.'I. Ca«o,T»'M., 
Co,, causing the instant 'death of Frederick 
'l/elten'. He was at work aasisting in mak- 
ing repairs to a'bolt when In some way bis 
clothing became eaucht in a revolving pul- 
ley and bis body was drawn upward around 
the shafting,, which .was revolving at a 
high speed.. •-Ho.wa* dead, when the ma- 
chinery stopped and.it ii thought that ho 
had no idea what bad Happened, so quick; 
ly and unexpectedly did the accident occur. 

Tbo accident was a frightful one, and 
the several hundred employe* who crowded 
around in the mill room were almost-stdn- 
nod, few of them being able to tell what Id 
doin the emergency. 'Pel ten hail been in the 
employ of the company several years, • He 
had-nothing to do With the shafting err the 
belts^ but when Wm. Curlew was assigned 
to make 'the repair of the belt Fettoa volun- 
teered to assist. Both of the* men j, were 
standing on a raised plank near the ceiling.: 
aid Cortow warned biin to be rarcful. This 
bad hardly been said when Felten's body 
was carried around 'the ■ sbaft,.wher9 it 
stuck; ' while his' feet wero thrown to the 
floor, bavin g been torn off. .close to. the 
ankle.

'Considerable difficulty was ■ ex- 
perieucod in removing the body from .the 
pulley, and .shaft, so tightly-bad it been 
wound nroond^-' A rope was placed about 
tho body and after tho belting was. cut away'

The deceased was n trusted en\p!oyo of 
the . company, -baying worked* aboat the 
shop for seventeen "'years . Ho was", 02 years 
of iigo and enjoyed almost perfect heaitb.

le Another Victim Who Was 

Robbed of $300 Worth 

Diamonds by the same 

Chicago Swindlers ., 

Anna McNamara, a young woman who 
i* employed at the Pcnnoyer Sanitarium 
in Kenosha, reported to the police force of 
Chicago last Sunday that she bad been 
robbed of ten dollars by a fake theatrical 
agency in that city. The McNamara girl 
bad ambitions to go on the stage 'and' to 
this end sho bad answered an ad in one of 
the Chicago paper* and had started for 
Chicago to recure a position through the 
agency. Mis* McNamara was exceedingly 
fortunate to escape with only the loss of 
her money, as it appear* thai the agency 
to which she had applied for a position 
was simply a- blind by which the , men en- 
gagod.in the business could rob their fair 
victims." •. ; 

The men in charge of the agency .were 
Edward Roberta and Frank Richmond. 
They hod rooms at 135 Locunt street aud 
advertised largely in Chicago papers. It 
was stated In the ads that" the two moo 
could find places on the stage for young 
women desiring totake up a stage career. 
Miss McNamara was only one of a large 
number who hod answered tbe ads and 
who had gone to accept the promised po- 
sition. 

The conditions under which tho two men 
were working were made public when Mies 
Grace Mikeb, of E"! 00 oi ington, 111., ap- 
"^"al(^'o*lHe^1Ica'"r'pr'tbe~"ane4f"df' tbe" 
two men, charging that they had bound 
and gagged her 'and robbed her of her 
-nibney and jewels. Miss Mickels bad gone 
to tho agency' ori Saturday and had been 
told that place hod been 'secured for her, 
but the mon insisted that before she could 
Imvo the -position sho would be forced to 
pay the fee of-twenty dollars. 

Miss Mickela stated, that she could not 
pay the fee in advance', hut that she would 
pay it out of her wages aa soon as they 
came in. This waa unsatisfactory to the 
men,* and as the young woman storied to 
leave the room one of the men caught hold 
of her and forced bar into, a big chair, 
J'ater she was strapped in the chair aud 
after sbo had been bound and gagged the 
men took from her finger* more than 9300 
worth of diamonds and jewels,. After tbe 
iiienhad fled from thebuilding, Mis* Mikel 
managed to get the gag out of her mouth 
and her screams attracted other people in 
the building, who released her. It seeme 
that tbe men, have escaped and the police 
have not been able to find any trace of 
them. 

Tbe police of Chicago claim that the 
men have been working the game for sev- 
eral months and that more than fifty girls 
have been robbed by the men. It is stated 
positively that they have no connection 
with any of the 'regular 'theatrical syndi- 
cates and that tbey simply adopted this 
plan to rob stage struck girls. So far n* 
has been learned Mies McNatnara,was the 
only girl from Kenosha to be caught in the 
web, 



Wild Turkeys Cor State. 
Encomnged by the Approbation of bin 
sceme of utilizing the fund accruing from 
hunters' licenses for the purchase of south' 
quail and pheasants to restock the fields 
and forests, State Game . Warden Wheeler 
has decided to purchase several thousand 
wild turkeys and sat them free in various 
counties. Those, birda have been extinct 
in Illinois for years, duo to lack of protec- 
tion.

Now this is not only 
news bat to the average hearer it is quite 
unbelievable. Yet it Is made by such an 
authority as Owyasg King vice consul at 
Son Francisco, who is with tbe party, and 
to all appearances Mr. Onyase not only 
takes his own announcement in perfect 
good With, but seems surprised that it bos 

...not been understood on this £side before. 
Accqrdlng to Consul Owyang tbe Son of 
Heaven is tired of the cares and responsi- 
bilities of an absolute monarchy and con- 
templates limiting his own powers after be 
shall have f ally digested the report of his 
commissioners and gradually prepared his 
people for the new order of . things. It is 
not estimated that this change in Chinese 
home affairs is to be anything sudden. 
Ten or twelve years is put as the earliest 
at which a constitution is to be announced 
This does not sonnd precipitate, nor yet 
very dilatory when one comes to think of 
it. A dozen years is not long in tho life 
of a nation, and if the Emperor of China 
really contemplates divesting himself of 
absolute power and working oat a con- 
stitution far his country based on the re- 
port of fain two commissions that are now 
studying Europe * and the United States, 

> then a decade is a reasonable enough time 
in which to do it. It wit! take longer 
than that to educate the Chinese .people 
np to the proper use of even a decidedly 
restricted franchise, and it' would look to 
the outside aa though the Emperor were 
going about hia -self appointed task in a 
strikingly common sense way. One can 
easily say that a constitution -of tbe right 
sort would be the making of China, She 
is the loosest sort of o confederation in hor 
present form and the sense of . national 
vnity and patriotism in her peoplelo the 
western mind curiously wanting. But 
one can .easily conceive how a moderately 
planned constitution woulk tighten up the 
national bands and make the 'Great Sloth

Many carnations wero ngnln worn 
tills year on tho sixty-third anniver- 
sary of the birth of Wllllnm McKin- 
ley, the martyred President. Tbo car* 
iintlon was President McKiti ley's fa- 
vorite (lower. For years be dally 
carefully placed oiie of tho blooms In 
the lapel of his cont, whether In Wash- 
ington, while Congressman it ml Pres- 
ident, or nt homo In Canton, Ohio. 
This custom of President McKinley 
been mo so characteristic of III in, that 
Ihoso gifted In Uie Oner diplomacy in- 
variably paid lil in subtle compliment 
by presenting to film masses of tho 
rich blooms. The (lrst anniversary of 
the President's death, thousands of 
persons wore tho flower In memory of 
Itim. While the practice baa waned 
so me what, there is still a great de- 
mand for the ilowors, 

Carnation day was created' by Low- 
Is O. Iteynolds of Dayton, Oblo, who 
upon presenting his Idea to tho tnts-- 
tees of tbe McKinley National Memor- 
ial Association received hourly In- 
dorsement and co-operation. 

It was Mr, Iteynolds' original Idea 
to observe the anniversary of McKhv 
ley's, death, but several of tho trus- 
tees! notably Justice- William It. Day 
of the Supremo Court,' the Into Senator 
Hnnnn nnd Alexander Rcvcll, because 
of the tragedy associated with that 
date, suggested as n more fitting tlmo 




to pay tribute to the memory of the 
dead President the anniversary of his 
birth. Mr. iteynolds readily adopted 
the suggested change. 

The llrst observance was In- 1003. 
Tbo observance reached surprising 
proportions, extending nil over tho 
country and to Americans abroad. The 
Carnation League of America follow- 
ed closely tlie Institution of the first 
Carnation Day and this organization 
now hag Us members In every Stnto 
nnd Territory of. tho Union, Tho 
league does not hold meetings or con- 
ventions. 

Membership merely constitutes tbo 
signing of u pledge to observe the an- 
niversary of tlie birth of McKinley by 
wearing a carnation on thnt day. Its 
motto is "A Great Life Never Dies." 
Postmaster General George B, Cortel- 
you Is president and Mr. Iteynolds 
secretary of tbe league. No fees ore 
collected from members nnd no funds 
nrc solicited by authority of the 
■league.

Mr, Townscnd of 
Mlchlgnn opened with a speech support- 
ing the bill, being followed by Mr. Adam- 
son of Georgia, representing the minority, 
who commended tbe measure. Questions 
by Mr. Bhcrley of Kentucky and Mr. Llt-

In the Bennto Wednesday Mr. Patter- 
son strongly Indorsed the position of tho 
President hi Santo Domingo nnd la tbo 
matter ot tho Moroccan conference.

Mr, Shnkel- 
ford (Mo.) nnd Mr. Ilcflln ('Ala-) sup- 
ported it. A resolution looking to the 
preservation of Niagara Falls was agreed 
to. It requires a report nnd recom- 
mendation from the American members 
of tho Joint commission appointed a few 
years ago to consider this question.
